Josephine "Jo" Pannell by anyone's reckoning 
was a force of nature. Her seemingly tireless volunteerism 
which lasted for decades marked her as a "go-to" person 
in Mattapoisett when something needed doing. From the 
Girl Scouts to the elderly, from supporting the library to 
cherishing and preserving the town's history, Jo was a 
woman for all seasons. 

Jo's good works were honored in many ways 
during her lifetime, not the least of which was receiving 
the 2016 Standard-Times Woman of the Year Award.

organizations and town 
boards, she was a daughter, 
a child living in England 
during WWII. Her 
memories of those years 
formed a narrative that 
she shared for decades 
with family and friends 
and then expanded to 
giving presentations 
at her children's and 
grandchildren's classroom 
"show-and-tell" and other 
venues. With her strong 
British accent, she charmed 
her audiences young and 
old alike. 

One of the many things Jo left behind when she 
passed away in May at age 92 was a memoir of how she 
and her family lived through the bombing of London and 
surrounding areas during World War II. She speaks with 
the voice of someone who survived terrifying events, yet 
with the tone of a young child. It is through that child's 
lens that we see a world turned upside down by war. We 
also hear from one sentence to the next that very British 
sentiment, "Stay calm and carry on." Carry on she did. 
These are her words. No doubt she'd be delighted to 
know her story is being told once again. 

"I grew up in the Borough of Romford in the 
County of Essex (b. December 1927). Essex is the county 
east of London that had a populations of about 50,000." 
She describes a bucolic environment rich with fresh fruits, 
vegetables, and livestock. Market day was an event full 
of the sounds of clucking poultry and squealing pigs, 
layered with flowers and produce. The family lived in a 
semi-detached home near the town's center. In that home 
were her mother, father, sister, and two brothers. Jo was 
the eldest. 

"My first realization of what a war might mean 
was early in 1939 when the government delivered 
Anderson Shelters in sections of corrugated iron to each 
house on my street. A big hole had to be dug, cement

poured for the floor and the molded sheets of corrugate 
iron assembled to form a rounded shelter 6 feet by 6 feet; 
steps and a passageway were cut down to the narrow 
doorway The earth from the hole was then shoveled on 
top and the entrance was shielded by bags filled with 
earth. All of this was accomplished by neighbor helping 
neighbor over the summer of 1939. All the men dug and 
shoveled from one end of the street to the other. The 
shelters were placed at the bottom of the gardens as far 
away from the houses as possible. Our shelter housed six 
bunks in two tiers along the sides and back." 

"Next came the gas masks. We had to go to town 
hall and be fitted. This was scary to a child. Not that we 
worried or knew anything about gas, but the gas mask 
was awkward to get on, had to be pulled from the back 
until it was tight around our face, had a horrible smell of 
rubber. It was difficult to breathe in, the visor got steamed 
up so you couldn't see out... their importance was 
impressed upon us." 

"The evacuation of the children from London 
started at the end of August (1939)... towns and villages

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in the country were assigned to a district and children 
went to live with people who had volunteered to look 
after them in their homes." 

Jo wrote,".. .we lived quite close to the coast from 
which Germany would send aircraft. We were shepherded 
onto the underground and then a train at Paddington 
Station. The train stopped in Windsor. I still remember the 
wonderment of looking up the hill from the train station 
and seeing the fairytale turrets of Windsor Castle." The 
family was split up with Jo, her sister, and mother staying 
in one home and her two brothers in another. 

"On Sunday, September 3,1939, at noon we were 
called into the sitting room to listen to the Prime Minister, 
Neville Chamberlain, on the radio as he declared war 
on Germany. The air-raid sirens went off ... nobody was 
sure what was happening, for all we knew the Germans 
were overhead in planes. The people with whom we were 
staying suggested that everyone put on their gas masks. 
There we stood for about quarter of an hour until the 
all-clear was sounded." Here she stops and reflects upon 
the adults in the room: "It seems amusing to me now, 
but it must have been so hard for adults, with the added 
responsibility of strange young children, to know what 
was happening and what to do." That was the only time 
she ever donned the gas mask, she explained. 

"Life for a child carried on as usual... Windsor is a 
beautiful town with the castle, parks alongside the serene 
River Thames. The Royal Family have a home there. One

day I saw the King and Queen while I played in the park." 

The family returned home, however, given that 
".. .there seemed to be a hiatus as regards any kind of 
bombing activity. My Mother decided early in December 
of 1939 that it was safe to go home to be with Father." 

Food rationing began in early 1940, she wrote, 
including candy, ".. .to a child that was when war really 
hit." She goes on to talk about her mother's struggles in 
feeding four 
children 
adequately. 

"It must 
have been 
hard on the 
mothers 
who

getting enough nutritious food ... for those mothers it 
must have been a nightmare." There would ensue nine 
years of food rationing. But nearly everything else that 
constituted living a good life was also rationed including 
clothing and shoes. "This was quite a hardship on 
growing girls who wanted to be in fashion with the movie 
stars." 

Summer of 1940, all hell broke loose as the Battle 
of Britain began. "We'd lay in the grass watching the dog 
fights, counting the hits and seeing parachutes fluttering 
down. Once the bombing had started the whole family 
slept in the shelter. As the nights got darker and colder, 
we children would be on our bunks by 5 pm." 

"October 10,1940, our house was bombed. The 
bomb went into the ground in front of our house on an 
angle and blew up the whole insides. From the garden, the 
back of the house looked perfectly normal. As neighbors 
came to the shelter with the bad news, I remember my 
mother calmly saying, 'That's all right, now we can buy 
some new furniture.'" Jo said this conveyed to her and her 
siblings that everything was going to be alright if a little

exciting at the moment. The family moved across the street 
to an uncle's home where the children slept under the stairs 
in a cupboard. The uncle's house would be bombed soon 
thereafter. 

"Life went on. I don't feel that I missed out on 
any normal growing-up activities. We went to the movies 
often, played tennis with Dad, I was a Girl Guard, hiked, 
picnicked, visited relatives, and as I got older went dancing 
and to plays and concerts in London." 

"June 1944 Hitler launched the V-l (rocket) against 
the south of England. By this time I was old enough to be 
scared." She recalled walking the busy streets of London 
with its hustle and bustle, "when a 'doodle-bug' (V-l) 
engine cut out overhead and it was as though every noise 
had ceased... like somebody breaking something in a 
crowded room... everyone took cover." Jo dove into the 
nearest building pressed to the floor hands overhead. 

"The attacks were so frequent and horrendous that by July 
children were again being evacuated from London." 

V-2 rockets came next but those attacks were 
short-lived, she reported, but not before commenting that, 
"one either forgot about them till they hit or you became a 
basket case worrying about them." However, the Germans 
were by then in retreat. 

She recalled it all, Germans strafing civilians, 
Churchill's speeches, recovering items from the family's 
destroyed home, jitterbugging with the Yanks in Covent 
Garden Opera House, and especially poignant and 
delightful is the following recollection, "I was one of those 
young teens sitting on Queen Victoria's Monument outside

Jo ends her memoir this way: "On a very positive 
personal note, I feel that our family and many others in 
Britain developed an amazing closeness to each other 
because of the time we were forced to spend together. 
Communication was open and love and concern for each 
other was paramount. I never remember my Mother and 
Father leaving us in the evening, their job was to protect 
their young and they did a wonderful job for which I shall 
ever be grateful."

bordering a royal black crown on its head. 

Sometimes males and females are titled as lords 
and ladies of their species because of their noble plumage 
pattern and their stately courtyard bearing. While the 
males may be stunning and princely, the females are a 
very dull and drab dark brown, as illustrated, colored 
by mother nature to camouflage inconspicuously on her 
nest while incubating eggs. In stature, however, they both 
possess a unique stately stature of appearance on or at the 
water's edge. 

Large-scale autumn migrations here from the 
Hudson Bay or Labrador regions are rarely detected far 
out to sea for this diving duck species, as almost half of 
their activities are diving underwater in pursuit of small- 


bait fish, a vital part of their total diet that makes up their 
body chemistry and fishy odor. 

Underwater, their plumage becomes smooth with 
tightly packed feathers that trap a lot of air within them. 
This packing insulates their small bodies against northern 
chilly waters and also makes them buoyant to bounce like 
corks coming up to the surface after deep diving. They 
are a spectacle to guess where they are where and when 
to resurface after a long period of time. Around here, they 
adapt to dabble like other ducks for mollusks, crustaceans, 
and insects, often tipping up near shore like mallards. 

After heavy weather, we can spot them near 
pounding-surface and white water, standing on rocky 
outcroppings, looking out to a surging sea. While next

month's annual migration south has in recent years 
included extended coastal Byways reaching eastern 
Florida peninsular, their North American population is 
declining and considered endangered. 

Possible causes include loss of habitat due to 
hydroelectric projects and loss of life due to oil spills near 
their coastal migration routes. Harlequins in flight are 
becoming less common, even in flight, hard to recognize 
at a distance with swift wingbeats, but slower than other 
ducks, with smaller flocks of fewer than 15 birds in short 
wedges and loose lines. However, in the blink of a bird¬ 
watching eyelash, they have passed by like the flight of 
every day in the time of our own lives. 

Now, as the earth slowly turns on its axis to face

Historical Society at a potential cost of $250,000 is one of 
many moving parts that can or cannot be seen as Marion 
tries to beat the clock in a number of matters crucial to the 
community 

The Marion Board of Selectmen met on Tuesday 
at the Music Hall, where plans for key events in October 
and November were rolled out. 

The selectmen voted to close Spring Street 
between Cottage Street and Main Street from 10:00 am 
to 1:00 pm Saturday, October 17, for the long-awaited 
unveiling of the Elizabeth Taber Statue. 

Meantime, Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
talked with Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson and arrived at a plan to hold the 
November 9 Special Town Meeting at the ORR High 
School auditorium with the gymnasium and cafeteria as 
storage spaces. 

"Sippican (School) wouldn't have enough space," 
said McGrail, who said typical attendance for a special 
town meeting ranges between 90 and 160 people. ORR 
can host over 100 people. "This will probably be on the 
low side. If we hit the 60 (or) 70 number at Sippican, we'd 
have trouble." 

The meeting will be held at 6:45 pm on November 
9, and McGrail said the bylaw says it can be held 
anywhere in the Tri-Town. ORR is situated on Route 6 just 
over the line into Mattapoisett.

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Among items on the agenda for November 9 will 
be discussion and vote on Marion's withdrawal from 
the Carver Marion Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District. A town meeting vote is required before January 1 
in order to do so. 

Later in Tuesday's meeting, McGrail would 
note that the inaugural meeting of Water / Sewer 
Commissioners is scheduled for Thursday, September 
24. The first part will address water and the second part 
sewer. 

Donna Hemphill appeared before the selectmen 
at a 4:10 pm appointment to discuss an outdoor Veterans 
Day Ceremony for Wednesday, November 11. Because 
the state has opened up, albeit with limits and capacities, 
Marion is taking its opportunity to do something more. 
"Donna's done a great job coming up with a hybrid 
event," said McGrail. 

"We can't do the normal thing," said Hemphill, 
but there will be a plan weather permitting for an event at 
Old Landing. "We're working on details." 

In building a presentation around a luncheon 
for veterans, Hemphill suggested Board of Selectmen 
Chairperson Randy Parker as master of ceremonies, 
adding a guest speaker, and laying a wreath. 

The work recently done by Jodie Dickinson and 
Karen Gregory with lunches at the Council on Aging 
and the approval of the Board of Health functions to 
inform how to put together tables at safe, social distance. 
Veterans planning to attend would respond in advance. 
The COA will handle the luncheon; Hemphill will 
organize the ceremony. 

"The main idea behind this is we wanted to find 
a way to honor the veterans... I think we can pull it off," 
said McGrail, who said he will consider scenarios in the 
event of rain. 

"Rain or shine outside, we would have a number 
of tents set up," said Hemphill. "Hopefully, it won't be too 
cold. I think it's important for us to continue the tradition 
that the VFW set up." 

As for the Special Town Meeting, the selectmen 
will vote to close the warrant at their Tuesday, September 
29 meeting to be held at Sippican School. The meeting 
is being held there to accommodate an expected crowd 
for the joint meeting with the Marion Marine Resources 
Commission at which the latter will present the 
Harbormaster's Facility Feasibility Study. The meeting 
will also address the MOSAC Open Space article for the 
Special Town Meeting. McGrail said he will send the draft 
of the warrant to the selectmen by Friday, September 25. 

In other action items, the board approved several 
Music Hall-related requests. 

Marcus Monteiro was appointed to the Music 
Hall Advisory Committee. 

The Music Hall Advisory Committee made 
requests regarding funds from the Music Hall 
Endowment Account and from the Music Hall Restoration 
Trust Account. 
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The first request is to set up an account with a 
minimum of $10,000 and a $15,000 cap in the Town Trust 
"To take care of things," said McGrail, who met with 
Judy Rosbe from Sippican Historical Trust. "We fund an 
employee through that account... so we know we'll have 
the funds." 

The second request is for an annual contribution 
of $300 for maintenance from the Music Hall Restorations 
Trust Account earmarked for annual planting. This is not 
for town maintenance, but annual capital expenditures. 

The third request is for an amount not to exceed 
$5,000 to repair the brick walkway out front of the Music 
Hall. 

All the requests were approved, and any 
discussion of the area around the Music Hall brings up 
the issue of the crosswalk on Front Street that ends in the 
middle of the intersection with Island Wharf Road. 

"The crosswalks need fixing," said selectman 
Norm Hills, to which selectman John Waterman agreed. 
"It makes no sense," he said, calling it "the crosswalk to 
nowhere." 

Discussion ensued as well on the location of the 
sign outside the Music Hall. 

The board approved the appointment of 
Minhtram Tran to the Marion Affordable Housing Trust. 
"Looks like she'd be a big helper," said Hills, who had 
met Tran as a member of the Affordable Housing Trust. 

Water/sewer commitments from September 16-17 


included $400 for new service, $5,327.68 for quarterly bill, 
$4,151.41 for final reading. All three were approved by the 
board. 

Selectmen's goals that were on Tuesday's agenda 
will be shared as an action item in next week's meeting.

Abutters Ask for Seat at Bike Path Table 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

During the September 22 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen, abutters to Phase lb of 
the bike path asked to have a voice at the table as final 
plans are drafted. 

Construction of the bike path which will cross 
wetlands located on Goodspeed Island includes the 
construction of a pedestrian bridge. Speaking on behalf of 
abutters Jen Russell, John Spector, and herself, Caroline 
Schernecker asked the board to grant access to this group 
of residents. Schernecker thanked Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco and others for keeping abutters updated 
and hearing their concerns about wetlands being 
damaged, trash in wetlands, and the need for sanitary 
facilities. 

Schernecker said that, before the new section 
opens to the public, she believes being proactive in letting 
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the public know what acceptable behavior in and around 
the trail will be, as well as having a continuing conduit to 
air concerns moving forward was needed. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer said that he and 
Lorenco had made a site visit and found the area unstable 
for anchoring a portable toilet or heavy-duty trash 
receptacles. "We'll have to put a concert pad out there to 
anchor them down," he said, adding that an ideal location 
had yet to be selected. He also said that current vandalism 
issues with such conveniences were a problem at other 
locations. But he said, "We can install these after they are 
done with construction." 

Schernecker said she had "grave concerns" over 
the public trampling of wetland vegetation. "People 
made their own trails to the beach... If we have proactive 
planning now, it can avert heartache in the future." 

Lorenco responded, "We are aware and the 
conservation agent is looking into it." He said, regarding 
timeline for construction, he would bring Froth 
Engineering together with the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation and the construction company White 
Construction to discuss last phases. 

"Nothing has changed. They plan to be finished 
with the bulk of construction by the end of Fall (2020) and 
opening by sometime in April 2021," he said. 

Lorenco also said that environmental police had 
been patrolling the Eel Pond area, a popular location 
of harvesting crabs, with the intent of educating the 
public to environmental concerns and issues. "If you 
see something," he urged the abutters, "call the police." 
He assured the concerned residents that the police 
department is ready and willing to assist. "This isn't the 
end," Lorenco assured the group. 

The selectmen earlier in the meeting greeted 
Tangi Thomas of Marion and Alison Noyce of Rochester, 
founding members of Tritown Against Racism. Thomas, 
reading from prepared notes said, "We are a grass-roots 
organization soon to be a non-profit," and that while 
they stand against racism, they . .were not a Black Lives 
Matter organization. We support the police, 100 percent." 

Thomas said that area schools had been very 
receptive to their work in identifying racism and working 
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to change programming. She said that Old Colony 
Regional Vocational-Technical High School had also 
expressed an interest in working with the group and 
that Tabor Academy was also supportive on a number of 
levels. 

Thomas said her passion was books and finding 
reading material that her children and other children of 
color could identify with. To that end she said that little 
free libraries would be constructed around the tri-towns. 

"The first thing is to identify that there is a 
problem - that's the first step towards change," Thomas 
stated. 

Noyce spoke briefly, saying she didn't want to 
take up too much time but appreciated the opportunity 
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to introduce the group and the work they are doing. She 
said the group has a Facebook presence and could also be 
contacted at tritownagainstracism@gmail.com. 

Noyce and Thomas said the group's slogan was 
"Start where you live." Selectman Paul Silva said, "I love 
that slogan!" The selectmen were unanimous in their 
support of Tritown Against Racism, offering assistance as 
needed. 

The selectmen also finalized the appointments 
of members for the Capital Planning Committee. Filling 
vacancies will be Mike Dahill Sr., Mike Rosa, Van Cantor, 
and John Jacobson. Carol Clifford will represent the 
local schools as the Mattapoisett School Committee 
representative. 

Other committee appointments were: Ann Briggs 
to the Tree Planting Committee; and Joanna Ingham, 
Bette-Jean Rocha, and Barbara Poznysz to the Mattapoisett 
Cultural Council. 

In other news, the Lions Club will hold an 
Electronics and Household Appliance Recycling Event 
on Saturday, October 17, at 1:00 pm in the Bowling Alley 
parking lot. 

A certificate will be presented to Brad Hathaway 
on Saturday, October 3, to commemorate his achievement 
of walking 24,901 miles, the circumference of the Earth 
at the Equator. Hathaway's Go-Fund-Me effort is raising 
money for the Mattapoisett Land Trust. 

Town Hall will be closed in observance of 
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Columbus Day on Monday, October 12, and the next 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled for Tuesday, October 13, at 6:30 pm. 

Town Looks Back and Ahead 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Board of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri 
recognizes the need for the Town of Rochester to 
modernize so it can preserve its past. 

Ciaburri, whose term expires in 2021, was voted 
during the board's September 21 hybrid meeting as the 
Selectmen's representative to the MBTA Advisory Board. 
He is also in his 33rd year as Emergency Management 
director for the town and suggested a process to replace 
him begin. He has never been paid but has always 
volunteered to handle the job. "I'm no spring chicken," he 
said. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said that the job is 
absorbed in many towns by the fire or police chief. Vice 
Chairman Brad Morse asked Ciaburri to write down a 
description of the job and said, "It should absolutely be 
tied to another (job)." 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar noted that 
the contract of Police Chief Robert Small will expire in 
June 2021. 

One of Ciaburri's concerns moving forward is 
the preservation of archives and documents and said 
he would like to see the town put $3,500 "back to into 
putting our ancient documents into these books so they 
won't get lost... Some of the old ones are deteriorating and 
eventually we're not going to have them." 

Bailey noted that in New Bedford the clerk's 
office does both, making a digitized copy searchable 
online and also a safe hard-copy archive funded by grant 
money. Ciaburri suggests Rochester can archive "a little at 
a time and keep doing it until we're caught up." 

Both Morse and Selectman Woody Hartley said 
that documents at the Annex building are not archived, 
and all boards contribute to the challenge. 

"It's come to a head with another problem... 
we're slowly losing our institutional memory (people) so

documents become more important," said Bailey. 

The Board of Selectmen addressed its goals as 
part of Monday's agenda. 

Hartley was pleased to note the professional 
codification of Rochester's bylaws with an outside 
consultant. Bailey said that the zoning bylaws should 
be online soon. Hartley also hopes for a preliminary 
planning meeting on public safety. Morse agreed, and 
stressed the need to continue building up stabilization 
funds "so we're ready for dealing with these things like 
COVID and who knows what else." 

Szyndlar reiterated the need to put some seed 
money in the town's stabilization fund. 

"We're financing our own town, that's a good 
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thing," said Hartley. "Better to do it this way," agreed 
Morse. "Continue to set policy to meet the needs of the 
taxpayers, that's our job as selectmen." 

Bailey cited the completion of the codification "so 
we know where we are with the bylaws" and discussed 
buildings, planning ahead for the Annex, and for fire and 
police. "Looking further down the road, we know we 
need a fire station," he said. 

Ciaburri reported that Rochester received a $2,700 
grant from Mass. Emergency, an increase from $2,400 last 
year. The town is using the money to purchase a 6x10-foot 
box trailer to use for a dispensing site, be it a vaccine in a 
drive-through program. Ciaburri said the trailer will free 
up storage space at the Senior Center. A contract is due

October 30. 

In her Town Administrator's Report, Szyndlar 
told the Board of Selectmen that Rochester is in Phase 4 
of the CARES Act, the state reimbursement program for 
non-budgeted, pandemic-related expenditures. The Phase 
4 reporting deadline was extended from October 1 to 
October 30. 

"Schools are just getting open, there's still a lot 
that needs to be done," said Szyndlar, who referenced a 
new form that tells what towns can expect by October 
30 and also by December 30. It is designed so that the 
state can reallocate CARES Act funds to more needy 
municipalities as necessary The recovery process for any 
town is not on overnight delivery 


"I submitted for reimbursement in July, have 
not received it yet," reported Szyndlar. She said the 
state had received 75 percent of its reports, has covered 
approximately 30 percent of them and has hired extra staff 
to help expedite the process. "It's tedious... they question 
everything," said Szyndlar, who was happy to note that 
the state responded positively Rochester answers. "They 
said everything's good... Hopefully, we'll get out first 
round (of reimbursements) soon." 

Rochester's free cash coffers are certified normally 
around $1,100,000 or $1,200,000 and approximately 
$500,000 is put back into the town's operating budget. 

This year Rochester is receiving $1,687,000. Szyndlar 
called the amount "a one-shot deal, not a pattern," saying 
that free cash should be used to improve the town's 
stabilization fund or for capital items not covered by the 
budget. "If we go to build a fire station, we'll be in good 
shape with that bond rating," she said. 

Individual departments met their deadline last 
week to submit articles for the warrant for the Special 
Town Meeting scheduled for Monday, November 16. 
According to Szyndlar, there was little in the way of 
the draft, requests, including three from the Highway 
Department. 

Szyndlar plans to meet with the Capital Planning 
Committee for its review of the departments' first request. 
The Finance Committee will also review the first request. 

On Monday, October 19, department heads will 
meet, the week following the town will post notice of the 
Special Town Meeting, and the Board of Selectmen will 
sign the warrant on October 19. "So (until then) we only 
have one (Board of Selectmen) meeting (Monday, October 
6)... the timeclock is ticking," said Szyndlar. 

Szyndlar reported a pandemic-related delay 
with the state's Department of Public Utilities where it 
concerns Rochester's municipal aggregation plan that 
achieves lower electricity rates for the residents. The town 
sent letters to the DPU as well as the state Representative 
William Strauss and state Senator Michael Rodrigues, 
and both responded. The plan, originally scheduled for 
April 28, needs DPU approval. Szyndlar said the state 
anticipates holding public hearings in the fall. 
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Rochester has signed off on Right of Entry for 
repairs and upgrades that the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation needs to perform on land owned in 
common by the tri-towns aka the "Herring Run Project" 
at the corner of River Road and Fairhaven Road in 
Mattapoisett. 

Bailey explained that the parcel is a piece of land 
that belonged to Fairhaven, located off of Route 6 at a 
bridge near the end of Mattapoisett's annual boat race. 
Fairhaven is no longer using the land, and Szyndlar was 
authorized by the selectmen to sign on behalf of Rochester 
for the sidewalk work that the DOT needs to do there. 

Except for Morse, who abstained due to conflict, 
the selectmen signed the Connet Woods road acceptance. 

The SEMASS Resource Recovery Facility (waste 
to energy) pilot payment to host town Rochester for 
August 2020 was $313,589. 

The Rochester Democratic Committee's request 
for the appointment of nine poll workers was approved. 

The Park and Recreation Department's Revolving 
Fund requested $10,000 to supplement its budget, 
primarily for irrigation. 

In other business. Hartley addressed "tree 
trimming going on all over town" and said residents have 
questions as to whether the wood on their properties 
will be retrieved. Bailey said the work is being done by 
contractors for electric utilities and suggested calls to 
Ever source. 

Hartley also said he was happy to see kids back in 
school, calling the 2020-21 year "much better organized." 
Bailey noted the coordination with Fire and Police 
improving traffic patterns. 

The next meeting of the Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled for Monday, October 6. 

Gibbs Gains Approval Paving Way for Sign 

Marion Planning Board

The secret sauce to Daniel Gibbs Jr. legalizing 
his effort to hang a sign for his roofing business on his 
father's property at 459 Mill Street was ironically in 
withdrawing the application for the sign. 

The prior application with the Marion Planning 
Board, officially filed by Daniel Gibbs Sr. for a Special 
Permit on the basis of home occupancy, was withdrawn. 

In its place during Monday night's public hearing was an 
application filed by Gibbs Sr. under Sections 230-7 and 
230-4.2K of the town's bylaws for use of a contractor's 
yard. 
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The approval, which followed substantial 
discussion with board members and abutter Ryan Cusick 
of 55 Mill Street, allows Gibbs Jr. to request permission 
from Building Commissioner Scott Shippey to erect a sign. 

Cusick, who pointed out at the prior hearing 
that Gibbs Jr. does not live at 459 Mill Street, sought in 
Monday's hearing an answer as to the potential for Gibbs' 
business with the Special Permit. 

"Can it become an office, a showroom, what are 
the other parameters? What does it mean?" asked Cusick, 
who described himself as a descendant of a common 
grandfather with Gibbs Jr. 

Gibbs Jr. insisted there will be no change in use of 
the property where he said he stores two dumpster trucks 
and parks a personal vehicle. There is no shop building, 
no employees or no materials on site. 

Town Manager Gil Hilario stressed that the 
Special Permit "does not allow him, development, just the 
definition." And the definition gives Gibbs Sr. the ability 
to seek Shippey's approval to hang a sign. 

While studying the size, location, and potential 
impact of the sign as previously proposed, board member 
Eileen Marum discovered that the selected location is 
publicly owned property. Furthermore, she cited Section 
230-6.2 Die of the town's bylaws that limits the size of 
a free-standing sign in the selected district to not more 
than 12 square feet. The sign was originally proposed at 
20 square feet, a dimension Marum disputed at the time. 
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saying it actually covered 38 square feet and would block 
the view of drivers exiting Mill Street into Route 6 traffic. 

Marum also pointed out that Gibbs originally 
wanted lights on his sign, potentially posing a problem 
for an abutter since the sign will not be out by the street 
but back on his property 

Member Chris Collins, meanwhile, stated that he 
visited the site and said there is already sign up and asked 
Gibbs Jr. about it. Gibbs Jr. said the sign was related to 
work being done, but Collings said it had been there all 
along. 

All matters pertaining to the business sign now 
fall under Shippey's purview. Chairperson Will Saltonstall 
said Gibbs Sr. "will have to provide an application that 
shows Mr. Shippey he is meeting the bylaw." 

Cusick also reiterated his problem with the 
Planning Board's tacit acceptance of Gibbs Jr. representing 
the applicant, his father. 

"If (Gibbs Jr.) can provide a legal letter that he is 
speaking on behalf of the property owner ... one has to 
have the legal right as a property owner," said Saltonstall. 

Board member Norm Hills noted that, "Engineers 
do it all the time" while representing their clients at public 
hearings and it is readily accepted. 

Board member Andrew Daniel made a motion to 
approve the Special Permit. 

Cusick continued his questioning, focusing on the 
implications of a contractor's yard. "We just want to know 
the legality down the road," he said. 

After Hills noted that special permits do not 
transfer to future property owners, the board voted its 
unanimous approval. 

Daniel also congratulated Gibbs Jr. on the recent 
birth of his child. 

A continued preliminary subdivision application 
filed by Todd Zell on County Road took an unplanned 
turn when it was decided that all parties preferred the 
road remain unpaved and private. 

Plans for a cul de sac will be altered to a 
hammerhead shape in keeping with the preference of Fire 
Chief Brian Jackvony. 

"It almost seems foolish to pave the road, it's two 
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lots. I would prefer to not meet the town requirements 
and have it remain a private road," said Zell. 

Dave Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone 
Inc. was a busy man at Monday's meeting, as Zell was 
among four cases that Davignon represented. 

Davignon had arrived with a plan in place meant 
to appease Jackvony's requirements for mobility in and 
out and, at the same time, use Cape Cod berms instead of 
curbstone so that the paved road can be 18 feet wide (in 
keeping with zoning regulations) and not necessarily the 
20 feet requested by Jackvony. 

Now it turns out the road will remain gravel and 
private. Hills recommended Davignon follow up with the 
fire chief "to make sure he agrees" with the revised plan. 

Hills' lingering concern was that the town not 
get stuck maintaining a road that chose not to meet town 
requirements. 

Davignon also presented on behalf of Dan 
Crete, whose business Saltworks Marine was a tenant 
of Marion's when the town-owned property on Atlantis 
Avenue. 

A few months ago, Crete bought property at 288 
Wareham Street, where he is looking in the immediate to 
create space for winter storage of boats for one, no more 
than two, seasons while planning for the site long term. 

"I want to take my time (with long-term plans 
for the land). We want to keep running the business," 
explained Crete, who has customers he would like to 
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service this winter and raise the needed revenue to put 
long-term plans into place. "We're a little late with our hat 
in our hand trying to make this happen." 

Davignon explained that it is crucial that the 
project be on Concom's October 19 meeting agenda in 
order to procure that winter boat-storage business. He 
had 85 customers last year. 

On his side, according to Davignon, is Crete's 
property is uphill in the flood zone and not in danger of 
affecting it. No work will be done on the site. A workshop 
exists across the street from the proposal. The building 
will be anchored by a dozen 6,000-pound Jersey barriers. 

The Planning Board took no vote, but after many 
questions, members had no concerns. 

"To clarify, we're hoping to get the application 
submitted and have a vote on October 19. It's asking a 
lot," admitted Crete, who hopes for a yeah but also needs 
a negative vote for planning purposes. 

Saltonstall advised him to complete his 
application as soon as possible. "Make sure your 
neighbors are on board so you're not going to be 
surprised," he told Crete. 

The board voted to approve two Approval Not 
Required (ANR) cases, both represented by Davignon. 

Saltonstall recused himself due to conflict for 
the plan on Wareham Street by Marion Lands Trust, 

LLC. Daniel took over discussion of the reshaping of a 
triangular lot to combine with adjacent land. 
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The ANR Plan at 366 and 365 Delano Road saw 


long-time resident Thomas O. Dexter and recent arrival 
T. Stephen Downs swap evenly matched, 720 square foot 
triangular corners of their yards so that Downs could 
expand what had been a very narrow piece of beachfront. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for October 5. 


Planning Board Discusses Master Plan 
Committee 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The discussion of what is happening at this point 
in time regarding the development of Mattapoisett's 
new Master Plan sounded, at times, like the famous 
Abbott and Costello routine, "Who's on first... what's 
on second..." during the September 21 meeting of the 
town's Planning Board. But there were also expressions 
of concern that the creation of a town-wide committee 
charged with developing a strategy for the Master Plan 
was being taken over by the Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco. 

Chairman Tom Tucker asked board members 
Janice Robbins and Nathan Ketchel and board 
administrator Mary Crain how the Master Plan 
workshops hosted by the Southeastern Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) several 
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weeks ago had gone. While the trio said the workshops 
were helpful and produced some suggestions and ideas, 
there seemed to be a desire to keep things unchanged in 
Mattapoisett. 

But when the board got around to discussion of 
a committee to continue the development work, some 
board members questioned the involvement of the town 
administrator. 

Robbins pressed Crain on the list of people who 
had previously expressed interest in participating in the 
process, a list that Crain gathered at the beginning of the 
year. Robbins asked several times what became of those 
interested parties and who, in fact, is selecting committee 
members. 
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"I'm having an issue on the way this committee is 
being put together," Robbins stated. "The Planning Board 
should put the committee together by state statute... 
we've got to get this thing going." 

Crain confirmed that delays in pulling a Master 
Plan committee together had slowed the process down, 
not the least of which was the emergence of COVID-19. 
She said that Lorenco had wanted to add a couple of 
names to the list, but to date she had not heard anything 
more from him. 

Tucker asked, "Were those people kicked to the 
curb?... How come we aren't having more input on the 
committee members?" he wondered aloud. 

Robbins said again, "I'm having an issue... 
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sounds like he (Lorenco) is taking it over." 

"Thank you, Janice, my thoughts exactly," 
responded Tucker. 

Tucker offered the idea of having subcommittees 
within this yet-to-be-created Master Plan committee, 
with chairmen on each. The subcommittee chairmen 
would then come together to share the work of each 
group. Tucker said this type of committee work had 
been successful at his place of employment. Master Plan 
subgroups would consider such matters as affordable 
housing, infrastructure, cultural assets, and economic 
development. 

Crain was asked to share the list of interested 
residents with the board members for their review and 
to follow-up with Lorenco to ascertain the status of his 
suggestions. 

During the workshops hosted by SRPEDD, 
coordinator Grant King had indicated that a Master Plan 
takes as long as two years to complete and he anticipated 
that to be the case for Mattapoisett. Crain was asked to 
also follow-up with King for next-step guidance. 

In a follow-up with Lorenco, the town 
administrator said that he was simply, "offering 
my assistance, nothing more." He said, regarding 
the appointment of committee members, that 
recommendations would come from the Planning Board 
and that the Board of Selectmen would appointment the 
final candidates. Lorenco did say that he suggested no 
more than two Planning Board members be on the Master 
Plan Committee. 

Other matters handled by the Planning Board 
included a Form B Preliminary Subdivision Plan filed 
by Stephen Randon for property located off Route 6 
near Randall Road. Representing the applicant was Bill 
Madden of G.A.F. Engineers, who outlined the one-lot 
subdivision being proposed. 

Madden said the lot in question would require 
waivers, nearly all that could be sought in order to access 
the three-acre, buildable parcel situated in and around 
a working cranberry bog. Madden said of the roadway 
rule he would be seeking a waiver from the 50-foot width 
requirement of pervious materials to a 40-foot entrance of 
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crushed stone. 

Madden asked if the Planning Board would grant 
a site-plan review, which would avert the need to seek a 
variance from the Zoning Board of Appeals. The request 
was granted. Madden will return for plan review in 
approximately a month. 

Also reviewed for a second time was the 
continuation of an informal discussion regarding 
driveway access off Long Plain Road to a solar-array site 
located in Acushnet. Representing the owners was Rick 
Ricco of Field Engineering, who said he had spoken with 
the fire departments in Acushnet and in Mattapoisett 
to assure access meets with both towns' emergency 
requirements. 
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Crain reported that Jonathan Silver stein of KP 
Law, the town's counselor, noted that the Planning Board 
has no jurisdictional oversight in this matter. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, October 5, at 7:00 pm via 
remote access. 

ORR School District Forges 
New Trust with Fincom 

Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee met at the Music 
Hall on September 16 and heard from the Old Rochester 
Regional School District for the first time. 

Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson and 
Assistant Superintendent of Finance and Operations 
Howie Barber attended at the bequest of Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail to answer Fincom's questions 
related to the audit. 

"The reality is that these guys have gone through 
the most amazing last two months of their lives, probably 
ever, trying to get to the point where they have kids in 
school today so we've got to cut them a little bit of a 
break," explained McGrail. "A, they're brand new and, 

B, they've been through a lot to get to today so there's a 
learning curve." 

Nelson officially replaced retired superintendent 
Doug White on July 1, and Barber has been on the job less 
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than two months. 

"We do appreciate it. We're looking forward to 
the new administration and working together to bring 
financial security to the district and to provide you the 
necessary equipment to get the things you need for the 
schools," said Fincom Chairman Peter Winters. 

In his first meeting with Fincom as 
superintendent. Nelson said it is extremely important to 
forge a partnership amidst the challenges presented by 
the coronavirus pandemic. 

Nelson highlighted Barber's accounting 
background, a topic of discussion in recent years, and 
noted the addition of Assistant Superintendent of 
Teaching and Learning Jannell Pearson-Campbell and 
Director of Student Services Craig Davidson. 

In remarking on the audit reports. Barber 
addressed Fincom. 

In summarizing his experience of 14 years as 
a school business financial officer and over 20 years 
as a CPA in public practice as well as audits and tax 
programming. Barber said ORR and Fincom can work to 
set "some high-level goals" in the short and long term. 

Barber noted that ORR is still in the process of 
finalizing its FY20 books. "I know that there has been 
some - when I reviewed the audit documents - some 
cumulative items of interest over the past couple of years 
that have been pointed out on the audit findings and so 
forth, but knowing that a lot of the these items that are 
on these reports so far have a relatively quick and easy 
process as far as cleaning it up," he said. "I think a lot 
of it related to the end-of-year report or simply maybe 
just a matter of postings and some adjusting. There was 
a lot of turn of accounts for some reason, that had some 
inactivation that was set up on the turn of accounts." 

Barber told Fincom also met a couple of occasions 
with Town Administrator Jay McGrail and Assistant Town 
Administrator and Financial Director Judy Mooney. 

Winters invited questions from committee 
members, and Charlie Larkin put the situation into 
perspective. 

"From where we are, it's pretty hard to get into 
specifics. It's just not really fair and there's too many 
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other important things, but what would be helpful is 
some broad outline in terms of how you would prepare 
the financial information that we could look at," he said. 
"Not that it's a business, but it certainly has income and 
expenses, and it's really difficult to look at one year like 
this without, say, looking at five years together." 

Fincom made a similar request of Mooney 
regarding Marion's trends when the town budget 
was being presented during winter meetings. Fincom 
expressed great satisfaction at the time when given a five- 
year financial picture. 

"I'm more interested in what your thoughts are 
- maybe it's too soon to ask - but what your thoughts 
are in terms of getting some consistency of financial 
reporting," said Larkin, who noted half the town budget 
is in the schools so "job one" in his opinion is to learn 
what happens every year and what changes and how it 
changes. 

Barber explained to Larkin that there are annual 
school committee budget subcommittee meetings, and 
during that timeframe the budgets prepared by Nelson 
and Barber are discussed by the school committees. 

Barber said the three-month period in which the 
budget is expressed and dissected by school committees 
addresses the past, present and future and, in his mind, 
presents "the most-keen opportunities for members of 
this committee to attend. 

"Now you're obviously not going to be able to 
negotiate with it because (it's the domain of the school 
committee), but it gives you the opportunity of seeing it," 
he said. 

Barber explained that the FY21 budget most 
recently approved last month by Mattapoisett School 
Committee is "extremely conservative" and noted that 
the governor has only passed three months' worth of 
the overall Chapter 70 funds. ORR has yet to receive the 
funds for the period covering October through the end of 
the fiscal year (June 30, 2021). 

Nelson and Barber oversee four separate budgets 
within the ORR School District. Not knowing one month 
to the next if school will remain a hybrid attendance 
plan to go full in person or full remote leaves the process 
necessarily as conservative as possible. Lacking a sense of 
security, grant money is more targeted than ever. 

Nelson said his goal is to have a transparent 
process and the common goal of the various committees. 

Winters said a problem in the past has been 
getting a budget early. "We typically weren't getting a 
budget until March," he said. He also said it's difficult to 
interpret the budget when revenues would be deducted 
out from the expenses "so we'd get net expenses instead 
of the gross expense. 

"We need to know what's being spent on specific 
items and what the total expenses are to determine if the 
budgets are efficient or accurate so those are some of the 
issues that we've been dealing with," said Winters.

from school choice in past budgets. 

When those issues were addressed during winter 
meetings, Mooney explained that the information as 
requested is not part of a typical budget presentation 
because individual pieces become subject to the practice 
of achieving an overall budget. 

Committee member Jay Pateakos said, "This 
committee hates surprises." 

Committee member Karen Kevelson referenced 
"sneaky budgeting" of the past and urged transparency. 
"Eve done this for a long, long time and. I'll tell you, a 
lot of people in this town are not happy. ... Just please be 
forthright with us, that's all we're asking." 

Margie Baldwin said Nelson's and Barber's 
appearance at Fincom is a huge first step and does not 
want to see an adversarial relationship develop with the 
new administration. Barber acknowledged the possibility 
of anger from prior relationships, but says the common 
goal will ensure transparency and a team approach is 
vital. 

Kevelson asked if Barber likes what he does. 
"Love it," he answered. 

"Do you think you're good at it?" "Yep." 

"Then you're fine," said Kevelson. 

Members of Fincom stressed a more active 
approach and partnership and working together with 
ORR administration. 

Specific items were addressed and clarified. 

Mooney was asked by Fincom for her opinion of 
the ORR audit. 

"It's not the best audit, but I've seen worse. These 
are clerical errors ... those are things you can work on. 

... In this case, it's more of those little things put in the 
wrong place," she said. 

After further discussion. Winters said, "I think we 
are in good hands," and bid Nelson and Barber adieu.

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Town Meeting on November 9 for the purpose of 
withdrawal from the Carver Marion Wareham Refuse 
Disposal District. Moving forward wasn't possible 
without the support of all three towns, and McGrail 
said Marion, which has curbside pickup, has conflicting 
interests from the other two towns. 

McGrail said Marion has left money in CMW and 
that the best use of it is to prefund the retirement of the 
employees. 

"We would like Benson Brook back," he said. The 
transfer station reverts to Marion upon its withdrawal 
from the district in keeping with the deed. Citing a 
series of 10-year trusts created by SEMASS in 2015 that 
extend out 30 years, Marion is in solid position to end its 
participation, according to McGrail. "We have multiple 
levels of protection.... If SEMASS goes belly-up, we have 
exposure there." 

The withdrawal will take place on December 31. 
CMW will vote next week, then Marion's Town Meeting 
approval on November 9 will solidify the situation. 

McGrail also told Fincom that one of the 
harbormaster's patrol boats lost service of a 300 horse¬ 
power outboard motor that will cost $21,522 to replace. 
The funds will come from the waterways account. 

The Town House donations from Sippican 
Historical Society are ongoing with work outside and, 
later this year, the windows. The roof has been done.

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Light Gray

The Devil All the Time. Starring Tom Holland and 
Robert Pattinson. Directed by Antonio Campos. 
Running time: 138 minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now 
streaming on Netflix. 

Netflix's synopsis line for The Devil All the 
Time tells us the movie unfolds in a "backwoods 
town teeming with corruption and brutality/' and 
boy, ain't that the godforsaken truth. This bloody 
overlong affair is full of murder and suicide and sexual 
terror and even a brushstroke of necrophilia. It's a 
real Southern gothic, with religious / fundamentalist 
hypocrisy cheek by jowl with horrific mayhem. The 
whole godawful thing starts with Willard Russell (Bill 
Skarsgard), home from World War II, where he saw the 
flyblown near-corpse of an American soldier nailed to 
a cross. 

World War II was where the country lost its 
innocence, if it ever had it; it found itself meeting 
acts of ghastly cruelty with two acts of epic cruelty. 

One could riff on what's in this movie and say 
properly literary things about its apparent thesis that 
the war was proof of God's absence. But it grinds 
on, unpleasantly and humorlessly, and leaving us 
feeling as though we were coated with a thick layer of 
slime. The Devil All the Time is about human monsters 
running rampant under the red and indifferent sky of 
rural Ohio, and they mouth the words of God while 
operating as if no one were watching them. Or maybe 
they've been driven mad by comparing their base 
human selves to the glory of the Lord. Who knows? 

If this thing has a hero, it's Arvin Russell (Tom 
Holland), son of Willard; Arvin seems to have a moral 
compass, which in this movie boils down to not being 
actively malevolent. Arvin's stepsister runs afoul of 
the new town preacher Teagardin (Robert Pattinson); 
Arvin also finds himself up against a corrupt cop 
(Sebastian Stan) and a couple (Jason Clarke and Riley 
Keough) who go around killing and raping people 
— yes, in that order — and then taking pictures of 
the carnage. The sheer thoroughness of the movie's 
nihilism is almost funny The story is set from the late 
'40s to the mid-'60s, with WWII and Vietnam as the 
dark bookends, and we may nod at all the neat little 



literary touches — the film is based on an acclaimed 
2011 novel by Donald Ray Pollock, who narrates the 
movie. But prose often redeems a story's brutality 
whereas in a film one is stuck looking at a freshly 
mutilated victim of the serial-killer couple, and there's 
no mitigating poetry — just nastiness. 

Overheated, garish southern-discomfort stories 
have a long and sometimes scintillant pedigree. But 
Antonio Campos, the director of The Devil All the Time , 
manages to deaden every emotion and atrocity. He 
just presents the ghoulish anecdotes neutrally with no 
juice or steam. Or heart or point. The mood is grinding 
inevitability — everyone's on the escalator down to 
Hell, and they can't change what they are. That's the 
motor of noir, of course, but this movie is noir blanched 
to light gray. There are no great mysteries or secrets 
to be unveiled here; there's just Arvin plodding along 
the road of violence that his father set him on. Arvin is 
America personified, I guess, doomed to play out the 
same homicidal-suicidal nightmares / fantasies over 
and over. 

The problem is that the characters are never 
defined other than their capacities for madness and 
viciousness. We get not one but two disgusting 
preachers with pinched faces and the eyes of predators. 
I'd call the movie misogynist based on the terrible 
depictions of women (either psychos or prey), if the 
men other than Arvin weren't an order of magnitude 
worse. The movie presents no way of living that 
doesn't demand sacrificing one's soul to violence. It's 
ultimately a callow lens through which to view the 
world, or even a fictional world. The performances are 
dedicated enough to keep us watching even though 
the performers never do anything especially enjoyable. 
The nihilistic scheme of the narrative won't let them; 
they're all pawns knocking other pawns off the board. 
A movie that's the devil all the time is as limited as a 
movie that's the Lord all the time.

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals met 
on September 17 via Zoom to hold a brief public hearing 
on Case No. 1453, in which Brenda and Rocco Franciose 
Jr. of Natick were awarded a Special Permit to demolish a 
single-family house built in 1955 on a nonconforming, 2.5- 
acre lot at 1 Harbor Road, HB and replace it with FEMA- 
compliant, a single-family house within a FEMA Flood 
Zone. The existing property also included a shed built in 
1983 and an outdoor shower installed in 1994. 

"We are not proposing to increase the existing 
nonconformities as far as setback to property line," said 
Bob Field of Field Engineering, who added the new house 
will be larger and will cover 24.4 percent of the lot but, 
at 34 feet, 4 inches in height, will not reach the 35-foot 
maximum allowed. 

ZB A Chairman Susan Akin said the town had 
received no correspondence from abutters, and there were 
no comments or questions from the public in the hearing. 
Members of the board stated no issues, affirmed the 
project's compliance, and did not hesitate to unanimously 
vote their approval. 

When the project went before the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission last month, it received a 
negative determination of applicability. At that hearing. 
Field said the project would include a new septic 
system and include a recharge trench system to handle 
stormwater runoff, and would adhere to all FEMA 
regulations. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett ZBA is 
scheduled for Thursday, October 15.

He paid his dues and worked his way up, created 
success in his own program with basketball and he's got 
a formula. He's a very effective communicator with the 
coaches and kids. 

"We all truly believe in his mission. We treat kids 
like young adults, we don't treat them like kids. They're 
one step away from the workforce, the military or college. 
(Trahan) truly believes that. He doesn't force it on us, 
but we truly believe that as well and we understand as 
coaches that's a recipe for success." 

Part of that change in culture also includes a 
focus on success. While Mendez notes participation and 
sportsmanship are still important to the Old Colony 
athletic department, the Cougars work to have a chance to 
win every single game in every single sport. 

"Now we're at a level where we expect to be 
competitive," Mendez said. "That really falls onto the 
kids because they know what it takes now. They know 
(that they're) no longer a stepping stone. Now people are 
coming to beat Old Colony so they have to work even 
harder in preparation and focus to continue to be at the 
level. 

"The kids have done a phenomenal job. The work 
ethic and the dedication the kids show is second to none.

Hill Road. 

In the 1850s, a 100- 
acre farm there was owned 
by Charles Blackmere and 
over the ensuing years, the 
land had many owners, 
some of them lawyers 
who leased out the farm. 

From 1926 to 1933, it was 
called Jenney Farm after 
the lawyer who owned 
it. The land went on to be 
farmed by George Knight, 

Walter Reynolds and in 
1951, it was purchased 
by Raymond White of 
Acushnet who installed 
Manny Lima to live on and work the farm which had 
about 50 cows. 

Vaughan Hill Road, along with Rounseville 
Road and Bowen's Lane, form a triangle of fields 
where Cervelli's grow corn today. These fields at one 
time belonged to L.C. Humphrey. L.C. was born into a 
Rochester farm family in 1864. In addition to owning a 
200-acre farm with chickens, sheep, and cows, he was also 
the town assessor for 33 years. Like Abraham Holmes, 

L.C. Humphrey left us his memoirs which report on all 
aspects of Rochester life. 

In 1952, Humphrey sold his property to Raymond 
White (White's Dairy) which he added to his other 
acreage on Vaughan Hill. He used Humphrey's land to 
grow corn to feed his many cows spread throughout the 
area towns. Fortunately for us, the corn grown there today 
is for people to eat rather than for cows.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

As summer winds down and we savor the last 
delicious ears of fresh corn on the cob, it's a good time 
to look back at the history of the fields where some of 
our local corn is grown and that of the roads that border 
them.
